Victor, Colo, June 8.—[Special.]—Two 
sharp skirmishes have taken place between 
the militia and union ee ee and one 
miner, John Carley, is dead. |

ing.

Adit. Gen. Bell, who is in absolute com- 
mand, is determined to round up cvery union 
miner and idler in the region, and the miners 
mean to fight. 

Newspaper Office Wrecked. | 

In addition to the two skirmishes the of- 
fice of the Victor Record, the newspaper or- 
gan of the Western Federation of Miners, 
was wrecked tonight at 11:45 o'clock. “ 

Eight unknown men armed with shotguns. 

rifles, pistols, and sledge hammers entered 
the office of the Record, and ordered the men 
to throw up their hands. . 

George Kyner, proprietor of the paper, 
was at lunch, and Foreman Walter Sweet 
was in charge. The printers were busily en- 
gaged getting out the morning paper when 
the eight armed men opened the front door 
and waiked back to the composing room, 


yelling 
9 now y and throw up your hands,” 


The masked men then wrecked two lino~ 


type machines, several job presses, and all 
the equipment of the office. They smashed 
the telephone and a typewriter. When their 
work of ruin was complete they marched 
the Record employés out on the sidewalk and 
told them to get out of town. 

The printers walked north and the eight 
men started off toward the south. 


Two Sharp Battles Fought. 


The first battle took place at the new camp 


"at Dunnville, thirteen miles from here. It 


was in this fight that John Carley was killed. 

The second battle was fought between seven 
soldiers sent on horseback to Big Hill, two 
miles east of Victor, and union miners they 
were sent to arrest. The miners were en- 
trenched, and opened fire on the soldiers as 
soon as they saw them coming up the hill. 
The soldiers returned the fire, and although 
200 shots were fired no one was wounded. 


Seven men were captured by the guards and 


Miners Reported in Force. 


The troops who were in the first fight re- 


turned to Victor at 8-o’cleck tonight bringing 
with them fourteen captives. 

It was reported before the special train left 
for Victor at 2 o’clock bearing the force 
under Gen. Bell, that the miners in the hills 
about Dunnville numbered about 250 men, 
and that it was their intention to march into 
Victor tonight in a body and attempt to lib- 
erate by force the inmates of the temporary 
bull pen in Victor. — 

That the force actually consisted of only 
twenty-one men is the statement of one of 
the number that was taken captive. 


Union Men Fire on Soldiers. 

The train proceeded to the immediate vi- 
cinity of Dunnville without unusual incident. 
When about a quarter of a mile distant from 
the Dunnville temporary station the officers 
could see the camp of the miners. It included 
one cabin and six or seven tents. 

The officers left the train at the command 
of Gen. Bell and prepared to advance upon 
the camp of the unionists ms regular skirmish 
order. 

As they emerged from a cut in which the 
train had come to a stop they were greeted 
with a volley of shots which came from 
points in the. surrounding hills. 

The militia returned the fire to the best 
advantage possible, and promiscuous shoot- 
ing was engaged in for ten minutes. From 
the character of the shooting from the hills 
Gen. Bell immediately recognized the fact 
that the strength of the miners had been 
greatly overestimated, and that he had suf- 
ficient force under his command to make an 
immediate roundup and capture the entire 


opposing force. 


Roundup Entire Gang. 

Accordingly, he divided the deputies and 
soldiers into seven detachments, and these 
set out to make a complete cleanup of all 
the surrounding hills, The following were 
taken prisoners: 

Harry Boase, John James, Coldfield; H. W. 
Moore, Victor; H. Lang. Ed L. Skinner 
(later released), Dick James, Roy Cavanaugh, 
John Duffy, Charles Hard, James Hard,

Creek union. — | 

Fred Waddleton of Anaconda, H. W. Shid- 
ler, and W. M. Shidler were arrested but 
later released. 

Camp Is a New One. 

Dunnville sprang into prominence last 
week, when it was reported that enormous 
amounts of free gold had been discovered, 
and there was an immediate rush to the 
place by union men,.who declared that no 


others should be permitted in the camp. All’ 


others were barred. But the camp was of 
mushroom growth and the thousands who. 
encamped there in the first two days of its 
existence dwindled away fifty ora hundreda 


day. 
_ Martial Law Again in Force. 
Teller county was put under martial law 
as soon as Adjt. Gen. Bell and his staff ar- 
rived in Victor early in the morning. He 
posted the proclamation on the door of the 
armory, where a large number of union men 
and sympathizers are imprisoned. 
The proclamation reads as follows: 
Whereas, There exists in Teller county, Cold,, a 
large number of armed persona acting in con- 
junction with a large number of persons outside of 
that county who are fully armed and acting to- 
gether for unlawful purposes; and, 


Whereas, Open riot and insurrection now exists 


in said couhty of Teller, and felonies and murder 
have already been committed by such persons and 
are still threatening to commit murders and felon- 
les, and are offering violence to the citizens and 
property in said county and are the laws

Declare Authorities Have Not Done 
Duty—Fuands at Hand to Defray Ex- 
penses and Private Detectives En- 
gaged to Find School Teacher’s As- 
‘saflant—Bribe Report Stirs Them On 
Authorities Say Further Investi- 
gation Is Useless—Sheriff Leaves.

Bedford, Ind., June 8.—[Special. ]—Revoit 


authorities in the present investigation of 
the murder ef Sarah C. Schafer has been de- 
clared by one of the two factions into which 
the town is divided following a report of an 
alleged bribe of $3,000 paid on behaif of a 
Bedford suspect. } 

Lines of battle have been drawn, and now 
it is intimated hostilities will not cease until 
the real murderer of the school teacher has 
been apprehended and the scandal, now only 
hinteé at, has been probed to the bottom. 

The Bedford citizens who are prepared to 
lead the attack on the authorities, including 
those who have protested from the first that 
the arrest and trial of McDonald was not 
justified by the evidence, were today said 
to have arranged to conduct an independent 
investigation of the murder, with the inten- 
tion of forcing the arrest ultimatgly of the 
man they believe to be the murderer. . 


Private Detectives on the Scene. 


A number of detectives have been engaged 
to assist the “ independents” in their work 
and a sufficient sum of money to defray ex- 
penses for several weeks has been raised 
by subscription. The first detective to be 
retained was Cal Crim, who, with his 
former associate, ‘Joseph McDermott, was 
credited with having solved the Pearl Bryan 
murder. He arrived in Bedford frem Cin- 
cinnati this morning. 

Frank Vance, attorney for McDonald, to- 
day declared that the rumors of -bribery 
with regard to the prosecution of his client 
are not to be credited. 

Men interested in the new investigation 
will not reveal their plans, but say they 
expect results shortly. Bedford authorities 
declare utter ignorance of any good reason 
for continuing the search for the Schafer 
murderer further, insisting that all the sec- 
ond grand jury called to investigate the 
mystery has done has been to “‘ thrash over 
evidence already found worthless.

WARRANT FOR $1,600,000 DUB 
MASSACHUSETTS TIED UP. 


J. B. Cotton of Washington, Who Actea 
as Agent for the State, Claims He Is 


Holding Back Paper Until Assured 


That Commission of 10 Per Cent Will 


Be Paid—Ofiicials of Commonwealth 


Incensed — Treasury Followed the 
Usual Course. 


Boston, Mass., June 8.—[Special.]—The 
warrant for $1,600,000 drawn on the National 
treasury, payable to Gov. Bates of Massa- 
chusetts on account of civil war claims of 
this state against the government, has been 
held up by J. B. Cotton of Washington, who 
was agent for Massachusetts in relation to 
these claims before congress. Cotton, acting 
under a contract entered into with the 
late Gov. Wolcott, claims he was to receiv 
10 per cent of the fund secured. a 

When the warrant was drawn several 
weeks ago Mr. Cotton immediately secured 
it for“ transmission to Massachusetts.“ He 
still has the warrant and refuses to deliver 
it up until he is paid his commission of 
$160,000. 

It appears that when the warrant was is- 
sued Cotton presented to the treasury de- 
partment a certified copy of the note to the 
governor and executive council of 1899, which 
appointed the attorney to prosecute the 
state’s claims and specified that his com- 
pensation should not exceed 10 per cent of 
the amount collected. It has been the cus- 
tom of the treasury department to turn a 
warrant over to a state’s agent for trans- 
mission to a governor.

The prisoners will be treated fairly,’ said 
Gen. Bell, in announcing the appointments, 
“It is not my desire to inflict upon any of 
them punishment that they de not deserve, 
and as fast as this is practicable they will 
be sent away or placed in the class that will 
be held indefinitely. I intend that every 
man innocent of the crimes that have been 
perpetrated in the district shall go free 
and every one who is guilty shall be pun- 
ished. I intend to have matters in shape 
within a short time so that every business 
house and every mine in the district can 
open and proceed with business unmolested. 

“We will not bring any outside troops 
here unless the situation becomes worse than 
it is at present. These strikers did not ap- 
preciate the treatment we gave them when 
here before. No resistance from them will 
be tolerated and if necessary they will be 
shot down.” 


Deportations Will Continue. 


Gen. Bell intimated that further deporta- 
tions would be made soon and the Citizens’ 
alliance and the mine owners, who are in

ALLEGED BACKMAILER SAYS SHE 
IS victim OF EXTORTION. 


Promised Disclosures in Connection 
with Prosecution of Octoroon by 
John R. Platt Leads to Charges That 
She Was Made to Pay $100,000 Under 
Threats—Other Arrests May Follow 
— Bearing of Plaintiff on Witness 
Stand Awaited with Interest. 


New York, June 8.—[Special.]—When Han- 
nah Ellas, the negress under arrest for ex- 
tortion, goes on the witness stand in her own 
defense on Friday she will tell, it is ex- 
‘pected, a story of how she was blackmailed 
for years and how threats of exposure of the 
relations between herself and John R. Platt 
drew thousands of dollars from her, a great 
part of which money Platt furnished, know-' 
ing for what purpose it was to be used. 

Following her testimony two warrants will 
probably be issued for persons who rendered 
professional services to the negress, one of 
them a physician, the other a lawyer. 

August C. Nanz, who was Mrs. Elias’ law- 
yer for a time, said tonight that Mr. Platt 
consulted him about letters threatening ex- 
posure if money were not paid to the writers. 

Bled for $100,000. 

The full extent of this bleeding process, 
it is believed, amounted to a round $100,000, 
It probably will be easy to prove the pro- 
cedure, because part of the money was paid 
by checks. The scheme was started, it is 
declared, with a bill from the physician out 
of all proportion to the services rendered. 
This, being paid, paved the way for other 
demands. In turn these were met and 
others followed them. 

Mrs. Elias will testify that she complied 
with the demands upon her until, in desper- 
ation, she refused to pay more. Then a 
suit against her was threatened. She told 
Platt of the demands, of the impending suit, 
which would in all probability disclose more 
than he or she desired, and he yielded to 
the blackmailers’ demands. No names of 
“other prominent men,” it is said, will be 
dragged into the case, because, according 
to Mrs. Ellas, Platt was the only man that 
was “ bled.” 

Tie Up Octoroon’s Money. 

The Platt lawyers served their injunction 
papers. upon Mrs, Elias in her cell in the 
Tombs late this afternoon, thereby tying 
up her money. She was held today in 850, 000 
bail and is expected to take the witness stand 
on Friday. 

Mrs. Elias will admit having accepted about 
$400,000 from her aged admirer, unless pres- 
ent plans are changed, maintaining, however, 
that the money was a free gift. Describing 
the circumstances under which she became 

sed of a fortune, she will declare that

After she had been parted from 
him for several years she gave birth to three

Travis Is Disappointing. 

Travis’ card caused keen disappointment, 
although his play during the last few 
days showed he was somewhat off his game, 
The professionals who appeared at Sand- 
wich at the beginning of the week, and had 
not seen Travis playing, except in practice 
games, derided the possibility of the Ameri- 
can repeating the exploit of Ball and Hilton 
and capturing the open honor as well as ths 
amateur championship. Travis started in-

For the Clover stakes, for 2 year old fillies, 
at five furlongs, Andrew Miller’s Incantation 
was a 13 to 5 favorite; Sidney Paget's Czara- 
phine, 3 to 1; Pierre Lorillard's Chrysitis, 
16 to 8, and W. B. Leeds’ Simplicity, 40 to 1. 

Lyne took Czaraphine to the front, but 
O'Neill clung to her with Chrysitis and they 
rushed into the homestretch close together. 
At the last sixteenth the difference in weight 
began to tell, and in a hot drive Chrysitis 
got the verdict by a head in 1:02 4-5, Czara- 
phine being ten lengths before Incantation. 

S. S. Brown’s smart 3 year old filly Audi- 
ence, an even money favorite, took the handi- 
cap at a mile and a furlong easily. Himself 
set the pace, followed by Orthodox, to the 
end of the backstretch, where Andy Will- 
jams took command.

SOME STARS IN THE RUCK. 


Prince Silverwings, Flower King, 
and Bearcatcher Among. 
the Alsos.“ 


Moharib, John W. Schorr's Esher—Refiec- 
tion Derby colt, demonstrated in the fourth 
race at Harlem yesterday that he will be 
a hard horse to beat in the blue ribbon at 
Washington park a week from next sonal 


day. 

His work consisted of giving from 8 
to eight pounds and a decisive beating to 
a half dosen fairly prominent Derby candi- 
dates. It probably was not so much those 
whom he beat as the easy manner in which 
he did it that makes him a strong contender 
for the big classic. . 

The colt came here with the Kansas City 
Derby to his credit, which subjected him 
to a five pound penalty in the Chicago Derby. 
With 127 pounds up in that event he finished 
third to English Lad, 122 pounds up, and 
Prince Silverwings, carrying 117 pounds. 
Yesterday he was weighted with 115 pounds 
against 98 for Miss Crawford, which finished 
second, and 107 for Prince Silverwings, which 
ran third, not a heavy burden for a stanch 
Derby colt, but still enough as compared 
with the weights of the other starters to 
entitle him to consideration for the Amer- 
ican Derby, especially as he gave the near- 
est of his contestants an extra seven pound 
beating. 

Prince Silverwings, principally on his sec- 
ond to English Lad in the Chicago Derby, 
in which he set all the pace, was installed 
favorite at 3 to 2 and went to the post at 
11 to 10. He was the only starter that was 
backed down from the opening price. Mo- 
harib went up from 4 to 5 to 1 and Miss 
Crawford from 15to19tol. Woodson, which 
won a six furlong dash at Hawthorne so im- 
pressively, was considered dangerous, as his 
price always hovered around the 7 mark. 


Bearcatcher Retires Early. 

Bearcatcher, the Californian, had enough 
early speed to lead the field to the half mile 
pole and then decided he had enough. Miss 
Crawford took command and skirted the 
turn a head in front of Prince Silverwings, 
Moharib being about four lengths back, hav- 
ing moved up from sixth position.

Reduce Rates Through Chicago.
